the poor of his own neighpourhoot ; then 
let all the people of Llangtyddre ſing Joy to 
kreat Czſar, and the olt parſon will join in 
the chorus : But if effer he koes to that far 
country again, with another kreat pag of 
money, may the Teffel and the piper of Ha- 
melen play him into the Red-Sea, there to 
remain for effer and effer. Amen,
